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REMARKS 

I. STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

Claims 1, 6-8, 13 and 17 are amended herein. No new matter has been added. 

New claim 21 is added. Support for the new claim is found in, for example, FIG. 1-3, and 
paragraphs [0022] and [0023] of the specification of this present application. 

In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that claims 1-21 are currently pending. 

II. REJECTION OF CLAIMS 1-7 UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 112, SECOND PARAGRAPH 
The Examiner asserts that there is insufficient antecedent basis for "the Access Point 

part provided in the portable computer body" in claim 1 at line 8. Therefore, claim 1 is amended 
to correct this matter. 

Further, the Examiner asserts that there is insufficient antecedent basis for "the network" 
in claims 6 and 7. Therefore, claims 6 and 7 are amended to correct this matter. 

The Examiner asserts that it is uncertain whether "which" refers to "a docketing station" 
or a "portable computer body" in claim 1 . Therefore, claim 1 is amended to correct this matter. 

ML REJECTION OF CLAIMS 1-6, 8, 13 AND 17 UNDER 35 U.S.C § 102(e) AS BEING 
ANTICIPATED BY FUKUSHIMA (U.S. PATENT APPL. PUB. 2002/0038400) 

Claim 1 as amended specifically recites "the docking station comprising", amongst other 
novel features, "a network connection", "an Access Point part" and "a switching part ... 
wherein the Access Point part is integrated within the docking station." (Emphasis added). 
Fukushima fails to disclose, teach or suggest these features. 

Instead, Fukushima discloses a docking station 2 that is at a different location from 
an access point 65. See, for example, and FIG. 5 and 6 of Fukushima. That is, Fukushima 
discloses how the personal computer 1 is docked with the docking station 2, and how the 
personal computer 1 is communicates with an access point station 65 via a LAN cable 66, as 
shown in FIG. 5. The access point station 65 has a wired communication interface capable of 
making communication via a wired LAN and a wireless communication interface capable of 
making wireless communication with the wireless communication portion 8 that the personal 
computer 1 has. This access point station further has an antenna 67 for wireless communication 
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and a LAN cable modular jack (not shown). See also, for example, page 4, paragraph [0061], 
and FIG. 5 and 6 of Fukushima. In cases where wireless communication is desired, the 
personal computer is undocked from the docketing station 2. See, for example, page 4, 
paragraph [0066]. 

Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that Fukushima fails to disclose, teach or suggest 
"the docketing station comprising", amongst other novel features, "a network connection", "an 
Access Point part" and " a switching part ... wherein the Access Point part is integrated 
within the docking station" as specifically recited by Applicant in, for example, claim 1. The 
docketing station 2 of Fukushima does not comprise the access point station 65. See, for 
example, FIGS. 5 and 6 of Fukushima. This is a deficiency which Applicant's present application 
cures. See, for example, page 2, paragraph [0005] of the present application. See also, for 
example, FIGS. 4Aand 4B of the present application illustrating wired and wireless LAN 
connections according to a conventional portable computer and docketing station that is similar 
to Fukushima's operation. Therefore, further understanding and appreciation of Applicant's 
invention would be found in, for example, FIG. 1-3, and paragraph [0023] of the present 
application. In Fukushima and the conventional schemes, the Access Point is not within the 
docketing station. Thus, Fukushima does not provide the flexibility of " a switching part to allow 
the network signal provided from the network connection part to be transmitted to the wired 
network adapter or the Access Point part to wirelessly transmit the wireless network signal to a 
wireless network adapter provided in the portable computer body, according to an attachment or 
detachment state of the portable computer body and the docking station, wherein the Access 
Point part is integrated within the docking station." as specifically recited by Applicant in, for 
example, claim 1, of the present application, since the docketing station 2 of Fukushima does 
not comprise, for example, the Access Point part. 

In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that the rejection is overcome. 

Although the above comments are specifically directed to claim 1, it is respectfully 
submitted that the comments would be helpful in understanding differences in claims 2-6, 8, 13 
and 17 over the cited references. 
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IV. REJECTION OF CLAIMS 6, 7, 9, 10, 14, 15, 18 AND 19 UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) AS 
BEING UNPATENTABLE OVER FUKUSHIMA (U.S. PATENT APPL. PUB. 
2002/0038400) IN VIEW OF KABENJIAN ET AL (U.S. PATENT 6,834,351) 

The above comments for distinguishing over Fukushima also apply here, where 

appropriate. 

In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that the rejection is overcome. 

V. REJECTION OF CLAIMS 1 1 , 12, 16 AND 20 UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) AS BEING 
UNPATENTABLE OVER FUKUSHIMA (U.S. PATENT APPL PUB. 2002/0038400) !N 
VIEW OF KABENJIAN ET AL (U.S. PATENT 6,834,351), AND FURTHER IN VIEW OF 
BOYLE (U.S. PATENT RE 36,381) 

The above comments for distinguishing over Fukushima also apply here, where 
appropriate. 

In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that the rejection is overcome. 

VI. CONCLUSION 

There being no further outstanding objections or rejections, it is submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. An early action to that effect is courteously solicited.
